XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist.) 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of July, 
August and September, 1932. 


July.—The first ten days of the month saw a continuance of the conditions that marked 
the previous month, showers occurring at frequent intervals, but of too light a character over 
the outer areas of the wheat elt. A much better rain developed on the 11th and was followed 
by an excellent. downpour on the 16th. Over most areas this was exactly the type of rain that 
had been anxiously awaited, for, although the falls hitherto had sufficed to maintain growth, 
there was no moisture reserve in the soil, and the long delay of a really soaking dow:pour 
was beginning to cause general apprehension. For the remainder of the month light but per- 
sistent showers. were again the rule. 


Throughout the agricultural areas the month’s totals showed that substantial excesses 
were the general rule, but the Yilgarn and Esperance districts, and parts of the Northern Mid- 
lands displayed weaknesses. Here the rain of the 16th was at its lightest, and, over the Yil- 
garn in particular, the need for soaking rains was still apparent. 


The pastoral districts recorded a poor month, the chief exceptions being good rains over 
a limited area of the central parts of the Gascoyne on the opening day, and some fair falls 
over the Lower Murchison on the 16th, which resulted in slight excesses. ‘These showers ex- 
tended to the Northern Goldfields, where one or two excesses were also noted. In other parts 
of the pastoral and goldfield region the month’s rainfall was in defect. 


The mid-month downpour was accompanied by severe westerly gales. In Perth a squall 
of 65 m.p.h. was experienced at 4 a.m. on the 19th. The Swan, Avon, Hotham and Preston 
Rivers overflowed in various parts, but neither wind nor rain was persistent enough to cause 
excessive flooding, except in parts of the Hotham Valley. 


The month, on the whole, was warm. There were some occasional frosts, but none were 
severe. In Perth the mean maximum of 63.4 deg. was 0.7 deg. above normal, and the mean 
minimum of 49.9 deg., 2.2 deg. above. 


August.—A survey of the month’s rainfall figures disclosed a record wet August over a 
considerable stretch of the wheat belt, including the Midland country and Avon Valley. As 
examples may be taken Three Springs, with 618 points, compared with a previous record of 
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547 in 1999; Moora, with 540 points (52i in 1909, and 506 in 1920); Dalwallinu, with 555 
points (403 in 1920); and Northam, with 536 points (522 in 1886, and 533 in 1909). Over 
these important districts the month’s rainfall had been excessive, crops suffering a severe 
set-back, and fallowing being rendered impossible. The bulk of the rain fell in connection 
with storms of the 2nd, 7th, 8th, 17th, and 26th. The second was responsible for widespread 
floods in the Midland districts, but over the Avon Valley the rain was more evenly distributed 
between the four disturbances, and although the rivers rose, no serious flooding: occurred. 
In the Eastern and Yilgarn wheat areas the falls were much above average, but did not ap- 
proach the figures for August, 1909. Throughout the Great Southern the wettest August 
occurred in 1909 and 1920, and saw considerably heavier falls than the corresponding month 
either of this year or of last, which were much on a par. In the Ravensthorpe and Esperance 
districts the average was only moderately exceeded, and owing to weaknesses at various times 
earlier in the season, more rain would be welcomed. Over the Gascoyne and Goldfields grati- 
fying excesses were the rule, all four rainstorms extending through the Coolgardie Fields, and 
the first two and the fourth to the Gascoyne and parts of the North-West, giving the best 
pastoral rains for many months. The Fortescue and Ashburton country did well on the 7th, 
but further Northward the showers were light, and the Kimberleys experienced a rainless 
mouth, 


Heavy weather was reported across the Bight and in the Indian Ocean during the early 
part of the month. Shipping was considerably hampered, and extensive damage done to the 
foreshore at Esperance. On the 2nd snow was reported at a number of southern localities 
and a severe hailstorm damaged vegetable crops at Osborne Park. The force of the gale banked 
up the lower reaches of the Swan River, submerging jetties and low-lying lands. 


A repetition of gales across the Bight, and also along the Colombo route, and in the North 
Midland and Gascoyne districts, marked the storms of the 27th. 


Frosts occurred during the fine spells, the longest of which lasted from the 17th to 24th, 
and concluded with a day or two of unusually warm weather, but no new records were estab- 
lished. 


In Perth the mean maximum was 61.4 deg., or 2.4 deg. below the average, and the mean 
minimum 47.3 deg., or 1 deg. below the average. The 2nd, with a maximum temperature of 
53.1 deg. was, with two exceptions, the coldest day ever recorded in August. Bleak weather 
was again experienced on the 25th and 26th. 


September.—The month was under average rainfall practically throughout the State, the 
only exceptions being a few scattered localities on the outer fringe of the Wheat Belt, and one 
or two Eastern Goldfield stations. 


In view, however, of the excessive rains earlier in the season, which resulted in waterlog- 
ging of extensive areas, especially in the Avon Valley, and a general shortage in the growth 
both of creps and pastures, the lightness of the rain, and the unusual amount of! sunshine 
and drying weather was, so far, all to the good, although, of course, finishing rains are still 
required, more particularly over the outlying areas. 


The bulk of the rainfall occurred on the 9th and 17th, the latter giving timely and useful 
falls over the Hastern Districts. Light showers extended to the Coolgardie Fields and South- 
ern Murchison, but over the Tropics, West Gascoyne, and North Murchison the month was 
rainless. Some rather warm days were experienced prior to the rainstorms, and towards the 
end of the month the general level of temperatures rose decidedly, but there were no conspic- 
uously high individual temperatures. Once or twice 100 deg. was registered in the Kimberleys 
but 90 deg. was not reached at any of the Sub-Tropical stations. On the 13th sharp frosts 
did some damage to wheat in the North-East areas, and on the 17th there was some heavy 
hail, but no damage was reported. 


In Perth the mean maximum was 1.6 deg. above normal, and the mean minimum 0.6 
deg. below. The highest temperature for the month was 82.2 deg. on the 7th. Although by 
no means a record for September, it was an exceptionally high reading for the opening week 
of the month.
